taxes on gasoline sind a little light- 
oning of the levies on incomes of 
between $8,000 and ?25,000 were 
voted today by the house ways and 
means committee.

tions of the committee over the 
measure that is designed to make 
the tax wall a little higher and less 
susceptible to escape by the posses- 
sors of large fortunes. 


Leaders plan to bring it 


the house Tuesday. 


The measure represents the first 


general overhauling of the adminis- 
trative i provisions of 
the 
income 


tax law since it was adopted twenty 
years ago. 


Under the bill, the new normal 


income tax rate is four per cent 
flat, with surtaxes beginning with 
four per cent on incomes above 
$4,000 and ranging to 59 per cent 
on those over ,$1,000.000. A 10 pel- 
cent credit for earned income is 
allowed on incomes up to $S,000, 
which reduces the assessment on 
taxpayers in the lower brackets.

Slot Machines Pay 


The board's new regulations also 


direct gasoline retailers to deduct 
the three cents a gallon suite gaso- 
line tax before applying the retail 
•JeMi" to their sales. 
They do not, 


however, authorize deduction, of the 
•federal levy. 
They direct owners 


of slot and other vending machines 
to pay the tax along with florists 
'iind photo engravers. 


Under the new farm regulations, 


farmers must pay the- tax on feed 
lor milk cows, for example, but are 
exempted from the levy on feed 
•used for beef cattle to be- sold on 
the market. 


The complicated ruling on poul- 


try requires hatcheries to pay the 
Tax on eggs when the chicks, 'duck- 
lings, and so forth are retained for 
egg 
production 
of 
consumption. 


When the chicks are offered for 
sale the eggs are not taxable.' If 
the farmer retains part of his poul- 
try itock through culling or other 
cultural methods,'he is required to 
pay the sales tax on 50 per cent of 
the hatchery eggs regardless of the 
proportionate number of chicks 
culled and those sold. 


Flowers Taxed 


Despite tho statement of Bram- 


ble, the action of the state board 
represented a concession to farm- 
ers who have pressed for relief 
since the enactment of the sales 
tax at the last regular session of 
the legislature.
